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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Donoghue. 

With regards to claim 1, Donoghue illustrates in figures 1A-8, particularly figures 3 and 
8, (entire document) at least one polygate 368-371 supporting a plurality of sources 316, 318 and 
drains 328, 330 connected in parallel (fig. 8), wherein the polygate has a non-uniform length L c > 
Ld along its width. 

With regards to claim 2, Donoghue illustrates in fig. 8 the array includes a common drain 
interconnect S and a common source interconnect M. 

With regards to claim 5, Donoghue illustrates in fig. 3 the drain interconnect and source 
interconnect each have at least one metal contact 324 with the length of the polygate being 
shorter L c at greater distances from the at least one contact. 
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With regards to claim 6, Donoghue illustrates in fig. 3 the array has only one drain 
contact and one source contact if the drain and source regions do not alternate. The drain and 
source regions do alternate and therefore the array has more than one drain contact and one 
source contact. 

With regards to claim 7, Donoghue illustrates in fig, 3 the array has a drain contact 336, 
338 on each side of the polygate and a source contact 324, 326 on each side of the polygate to 
support staggered drain and source regions. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 4 and 8-13 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Japanese Patent Application No. 62-2666 (illustrates a non-linear gate) and 
Tsunashima et al. (illustrates gates of different length).
